For a pumber of days rumors have been rife
in the war department that an army order
waa fortheoming which, when iesued, would
croate considerable surprise. While no aun.
thentlo information {a obtainable from officinls
it 1a understood that the order is to be issued
by the president and is to define the limit of
thejauthority of the lisutenant general of the
army, It was an open secret for months
prior to Secretary Lincoln's retirement
that & controversy existed between him
and lieutenant-peneral Sheridan  relative
to the muthority of the latter. The sec-
retary of war finally wrote n letter to the
lieutenant general, in which he denied the
latter's suthority, It is mseserted that (Gen-
eral Sheridan bas come in conflict with the
new secretasy of war 1n regard to the same
queations ae to thelr reapective rights of com-
mand, On the Sthinst. s ganeral ordre was
issued for certain regiments to change stations
on June 1, This order was "'by command of
Lientenant General Sheridan.” It did not
contain the name of the secretary of war nor
the words, “‘with the approval of the sscretary
of war. BSimilar orders, as shown by the
records, when ismed by General Bheridan,
contalued the name of Secrotary Lincoln, In
the general order above referred to the sacond

THE BUILDING,

A BRIRF DRASCRIFTION,
The final complotion of the great new build:
Ing of the board of trade of Chicago, says the
Times, marks a very conspicuons event in the
history of American architecture and a very
proud avent in the history of our city. The
stately marble edifice, distinguished not more
for ita lofty grandeur and for the noble poetry
of form embodied in its vast proportions than

than for the loog-laating, imperishable
strength comprised in its mighty walls and
floors and timbers, is a magnificent monument
to the greatness of the modern bullder's art,
and ot the same time a8 immortal a
monument to the heroic enterprise and
all-conquering enorgiea that have earried the
main Interest of onr commeree to a develop-
ment that has rendered these imperial accom-
modations n simple practical necessity, Its
completion, its formal openiog, and ita dedi-
cation to the supreme interest of American
commercial life will constitute an incident of
interent to the modern world, In the briefost
ossible terme, the conspicuous and important
entures of ite construction are horewith pre.
sentad. |
Ita size on the ground is 176x225 feet, and is
situnted at the head of La Salle street, fronting
Jnckson, between Pacific avenue and Sherman
strect, The building, on the three fronts, in
built of solid Fox Island granite from the state
of Mhnine, which absorbed the enormous
amount of 159,300 cublc feet of granite, The
atgle of architecture is modern rennirsance
othic. The boldoess with which its detail
besn treated ia & remarkable departure as
ecomparad with other public or private build-
inga, It hasnone of the commonplace fea-
tures in its composition, No person ean
polnt to it and say that such and such por-
tions were taken from such and such buildings
either in this country or abroad. It stands
out as o true American, proud of its nativity,
and challenging the world to beatit. The
details of its exterior en Jackson street, as
wall a8 on the two side fronts, are too numer-
ous to be mentioned in exteneo, The Jackson
street front Is divided into five compartmenta
—viz., the main tower in the center rising to
the height of 303 feet, and 85 feet broad at
the base, Over its portals or grand entrance
there are two immense granite statues, female
ﬁiu.ran ropresenting Trade and Coemmerce,
Theee statues cost $11,000, Kach side of the
the tower there are two receding bays with
large windows crowned with carved granite
panels, and on ench corner of the building aze
two prominent pavilions 24 feet square and
rising to  height of 160 feet. In the los
of these pavilions at abont 76 feet h
there are granite statues cut from the lnﬂd
blocks In the walls, representing Hercules,
bearing thelr proportion  of the
superstructure  above, These pavilions
have each two Iarge windows, twelve feet
wide and 38 feet high, divided into four panes
of mul Three of the panes ara tho largest
polished plate glass in the country, with
transoms of stained glass 10x12 feet, The
sides of the bullding are the same on both
otreets, The main hall occupies all above the
ground floor, 145 feet deep, to the nloe-story
offica portion of the building, which Is 50
feet, to a court thirty feet wide on the mouth,
the ground floor being devoted mainly to the
office purposes, and the office portion of the

building is the same, and for a rental, ex-
copting  the officin] rooms required’ for
the board of teade proper. 'he main

hall ogeupies the entire front, and is 146x16H
feet on the floor and 50 feet in height, and
every way in_one harmonious proportion
throughout, The side and rear walls are
adorned with lmmenso marble columne, with
a public gallery in the rear and a colonnade
in front, of the snme material, and & large
private gallery and retiring rooms, The ool
umnps are surmounted with large arches
springing from richly caryed capitale, The
capitala are cut to represent the various
cereals thot the market affords. All these
are appropriately paioted, bronzed and gilded
to bring out the true representation of the
leafage wsnd cereals, From thess capitals
there are large ornamental brackets twonty
fest high projecting out to support the ceil-
iog, which ls deeply panneled with heavy
melded cornicas an rﬁ:h pendants, The pan-
els o formed are frescoed with allegorical
ﬁFuml with cherubs in the varlous attitudes
of husbandry. The large arches on the walls
formed over the columus are also frescoed in
life-nizo figuros, representing the rise and
progresa of the country from Columbns to the
present time—all of which are yery artistic:

A Deserved Tribute to J, Sterling
Morton,
Chicago Times,
Nebraska celebrated on the 22d instant

'¥ | Arbor day, which by law has been made n

legal holiday. Among other placea which
observed the novel ocomsion was Nebrasks
City, the home of Hon. J, Sterling Morton,
and by whom, to the citizens mnd school
children of the town and connty, an address

wan delivered. This gentleman is the anthor
of Arbor day as a legal holiday; and he has
always been foremost in the work of securing
for the prairios of his state n liberal amount
of tree-planting,

Hin address was at once poetieal, seientifio
and practical, Soms of hin facts in regard to
the rate nt which timber is baleg cut through-
ont the country are startling, sud prove con-
clusively that, without some xetive procoss of
renewal, it is only a question of time, and a
very short time at that, when there will not
be an acre of foreat left standivg on the con-
tinent—1that ix, troes suitable for building or
fuel, Hpe stated that the rate of denudation
is abont 25,000 acres of trees each day in the
the United States, This destruction of
timber involyes the cutlivg of over
nine milllon ncres each year. Hemarding
this, the speaker smid: “'The denudation of
woodlands proceeds with relentless and tire-
lees energy in all the pine-bearing ssctions of
the northweat, Tha ax of the woolsman and
the puff of thesteam engice join with the
hissing of the swiftly-revolving eaws in o
death song for the fated forests, more fore.
boding of evil to our race than was that of
the savoege tribes who originally domiciled 1n
their verdant Instnesses, The latter pre-
saged only individual deaths, but the former
ortends  floods snd droughts, infertility,

arrenness and the extinction of entire com-
munities,”

This is & graphie prophecy of evil,and is un-
doubtedly well founded; and the question
presonts itself if it shall ba possible by tree-
planting to anticipate wnd obviste the threat-
ened davger, To restore the waste of each
year, it will be necessary to have planted
rather more than the area destroyed, for tho
renson that all the planting does not survive
and come to maturity. Itmay be possible to
secure n planting year to the amonnt of
nine million scres, and when this ia done, the
question will next come as to what extent are
wa repalring the damage which is being influt-
od by thelumberman, The damsge in the
nature of floods which arie from the depuda-
tion of lands of timber has more especial ref-
erence to heights; how far will this be ooun-
teracted by the covering of the plains with
treea!

That the area of the rainfall can be ex-
tended by the extension of forests haw beon
established; whether or not the covering of
the prairies with troes will have any effect on
the prevention of floods ix yet an open ques-
tlon, with the probabllities in favor of the
neinﬁva. Dut whether or not prairie forests
will prevent floode, it is certain that they will
alleviate drought, will extend the area of
rainfall, will furnish & grateful shade in the
spummer sod s protection against the fierce
winds in the winter.

Apart from mere questions of utility there
in & value in the plantiog of the prairies ns &
matter of Intellectual cultivation, The arid,
trealess plaine must produce a stunted human

rowth, one which lacks the roundnesa and

ulloess which characterize that reared amidat
the nmeliorating and wsthetic surroundings of
flowers, plants, sud all the influences of vege-
tation, One born and reared on s treeloas
prairie is deprived of much that ministers to
the satisfaction of living, and goes through
life with many of the better demands of hia
nature uneatisfied. A few eloquent enthusinats
like Morton distributed throughout the tres-
leas regions of the west will, In time, make
:’ha desert as blooming with boauty aa a gar
